The federal government has de- 
nied Atlanta’s claim for the $199,- 
000 cost of laying water mains to 
Camp Gordon to serve that canton- 
ment during the period of its usage, 
according to a communication re- 
ceived by - Mayor Key Thursday 
from the war department claims 
board in Washington. 

The letter from the federal body 
admits the right of the city to 
charge the government for water 
which was delivered to the edge of, 
the camp during its oceupation, but 
denies that there is any obligation 
on the part of the government to 
finance, or assist in financing, lay- 
ing of the mains to the camp. 

Senator William J. Harris and 
Congressman William D. Upshaw 
have been investigating the affair 
in Washington and, according to 
Mayor Key, until the present de- 
velopment, seemed hopeful of ob- 
taining payment to Atlanta of the 
claim as made. Mayor Key said 
Thursday afternoon that the 
city would be unable to take fur- 
ther action in pursuance of the 
claim until conferences were held 
with the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress. » 
Mains Laid in 1917. 

The mains to Camp Gordon were 
laid when the government request- 
ed them in 1917, and to reach the 
camp with an adequate water sup- 
ply required extension of the city’s 
water main length from Buckhead 
onward, a distance of six and one- 
half miles. Even the mains run- 
ning from Atlanta to Buckhead 
were duplicated for the Camp Gor- 
Service, it is pointed out, and were 
ordered untapped for any other 
purpose in order to give the camp 
the service it required, say the city 
officials, 

“Of course, we will pursue the 
matter further, if there seems any 
use of it,” said Mayor Key Thurse- 
day afternoon, “When the govern- 
ment, in 1917, asked that the city 
lay the mains to the camp, we 
made no question about it, but pro- 
ceeded to obey their wishes. In 
those strenuous and perilous days, 
we knew that the government need- 
ed every service we could give them 
and we complied with their slightest 
command. 

“It seems just to me that the 
city should get some remuneration 
from the mains laid, especially since 
there was an aimost negligible 
profit realized from the water sup- 
plied them. The mains were laid 
new and would not have been laid 
if the government had pot exprese- 
ed its wish. We had mains to Buck- 
head and had to extend them to 
the camp. Even the Buckhead 
mains were not sufficient to carry 
the water needed by the great can- 
tonment and it was necessary that 
we supplement them.

Washington, July 28.—An un- 
precedented change in the ratios 
of the acreage devoted to leading 
crops in the cotton belt had been 
shown this year, the department of 
agriculture says, declaring that al- 
most eleven million acres have been 
cut from the cotton, rice and tobac- 
co acreages and slightly less than 


\that the fll-timed' effort to choke 


two-thirds of this area has been tak- 
en up with wheat, corn, oats, hay, po- 
tatoes and other crops. The larger 
part of the remainder of the land 
has gone back into pasture or Is 
left idle. The net reduction of land 
in cultivation in the cotton states 
still leaves a larger acreage in cul- 
tivation, however, than before the 
war, fhe department states. 

In the ten leading cotton states, 
North Carolina, South Carolina. 
Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, Mis- 
Ssissippi!, Louisiana, Texas, Okla- 
homa and Arkansas, the cotton 
acreage this year has been reduced 

or 28 per cent; the 

| 59,000 acres; 

an tobacco acre- 

age 262,000: géres, op 32 per cent. . 

“These reductions “Which were 
due to the unsatisfactory prices for 
last year’s crops resulting from fi- 
nancial deflation, coupled with 
heavy stocks and lessened buying,” 
the department states, “are partly 
offset by increases in the acreage 
of staple food and feed crops in 
those states. 

“Corn shows a gain of 4,521,000 
acres, or 13 per cent; wheat 607,000 
acres or 10 per cent; oats 740,000 
acres or 13 per cent; hay 413,000 
acres or 5 per cent: sorghum and 
cane 79,000 acres or 10 per cent, and 
putatoes 123,000 acres or 10 per 
cent; a total increase in these six 
crops of 6,483,000 acres. Further 
offsets to the remaining difference 
of 4,423,000 acres exist in increased 
plantings of cowpeas, soy beans, 
velvet beans and other less import- 
ant crops. Alabama alone reported 
increased plantings of 834,000 acces 
of the three crops named, but these 
are largely planted in with corn 
and are, therefore. included in the 
acredge of that crop.”

PLAN DENOUNCED 
BY BUSINESS MEN 


Resolutions Urging As- 
sembly to Create Tax 
Commission to Report to 
Governor Adopted. 


COMMITTEE TO SEEK 
SUPPORT IN STAND 


Governor’s Program Calls 
_for “Tax on Prosperity 
of Georgia,” Asserts One 
Speaker. 


Adoption of resolution urging the 
legislature to create a tax ‘commis- 
sion to consider methods of taxation 
and report its recommendations to 
the governor not later than April 1, 
1922, followed a bitter denunciation 
of Governor Hardwick’s income tax 
plan at a meeting of 100 representa- 
tive business men of Atlanta held 
Thursday afternoon at the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Although the resolution made no 
specific mention of the proposed in- 
come tax law, the general discussion 
preceding the introduction. of the 
resolutions gave indication of a feel- 
ing of much dissatisfaction. with the 
measure among the participants in 
the mass meeting, which -had been 
called by Lee Ashcraft, president of 
the Chambér of Commerce. One 
speaker, W. E. Wimpy, characteriz- 
ed the income tax as “a tax on the 
prosperity of the state of Georgia.” 

FoHowing adjournment President 
Ashcraft appointed a ¢eommittee to | 
convey the resolutions.to the gov-; 
ernor and local representatives in 
the géneral aSsembly, and to en-| 
deavor to obtain the concurrence of 
Other interests in the sentiment of 
the resolutions. The committee ig 
headed by R. C, Alston, prominent 
attorney. Other members are R. O. 
Parker, Walter Wood, W. B., Baker, 
and Bolling Joens. 

Hasty Action Opposed. + 

In the action of the meeting in 
petitioning the legislature for the 
appointment of a tax commission, it 
was pointed out that the general 
assembly must hold another session 
before the issue can be submitted 
to the people at the polls, and any 
hasty action was held unnecessary 
and altogether unadvisable. Even 
if the bill succeeds in passing both 
houses it cannot be voted on by 
the citizens of the state until the 
fall of 1922, and there is no crying 
need for immediate action, it was 
said. 

The sincerity and earnestness of 
Governor Hardwick in advocating 
the substitution of the income tax 
plan for the present ad valorem 
system of taxation was not ques-

Dr. Barrow stated that the uni- 
versity will not be forced“to close 
on account of th? smaller appropria- 
tion if*¢the house approves the com- 
mittee’s action, but he was of the 
opinion taht the board of trustees 
will have to meet and revise plans 
for the future of the institution to 
nr2et the shrinkage in funds. 

While officials of the other state 
educational institutions affected 
could not be reached. for statements, 
it is known that the reduction in 
their appropriations will prove a 
serious setback. 

Got No Inerease. 

“When the authorities of this in- 
stitution,” stated Dr. Matheson, 
“found last year that the school had 


doubled its enrollment, we asked 
ae our state appropriation be dou- 
led. 

“The house granted this r2quest 
and voted us an additional $125,000 
maintenance fund. The senate cut 
this to $100,000, but in the general 
tangle of business at the last of the 
session, Tech was forgotten and r2- 
ceived not a penny of increase.

Reductiqn of apprcpriations for all 
state educational institutions, and 
an agreement to fix the total ex- 
penditures for cOmmon schools at 
50 per cent of the total income of 
the state, which was tenta- 
tively set at $8,500,000 as compared 
to $9,070,000 last year, were recom- 
mended by the appropriations and 
ways and means committee of the 
house Thursday. 

The committee also went on record 
as favoring abolition of all farm 
extension work under the Smith- 
Lever act and rejected a suggestion 
tending toward strict economy in 
appropriations, which provided that 
this year’s total expenditure made 
by the assembly should equal last 
year’s total reduced by 20 pér cent. 
A proposal for a similar reduction 
of 10 per cent to determine this 
year’s total of appropriations was 
also disapproved. 

The only appropriation which was 
increased was one which recommend- 


Be 
of $15,000 over last year’s appropria- 
tion. Funds as alloted in 1920 to 
thée-state normal at Athens, the 
Acadamey for the Blind, School for 
the Deaf and Training School for 
Boys remained unchanged. 

Bareau Fight Lost. 

An attempt to lower the appro- 
priation of the bureau of markets 
below the 1920 fund resulted in fail- 
ure. Some members favored *he 
abolition of this body on the grounds 
that it was not essential and that 
funds annually appropriated for its 
operations could be utilized to mere 
important activities. 

Those favoring abolition of the 
body asserted that the bulk of the 
work of the bureau consisted of 
printing pamphiets which were 


periodically distributed throughout 
the agricultura)] territory, and that 
the work could be done by printing 
establishments at a nominal price, 
thereby eliminating considerable ex- 
pense. ; 

The bureau wads staunchly defend- 
ed by other members, and the effort 
to reduce its appropriation was un- 
successful.

HOUSE MAY RECEIVE 
MESSAGE ON “GAS” TAX 


Enactment by Senate of 

New General Tax Act 
Predicted by Senator 
- Thomas. 


No extra session of the legisia- 
ture will be necessary to complete 
the state’s business this year, in the 
opinion of Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, President of the Senate 
Herbert Clay and Speaker of the 
House Cecil Neill. 

Leaders in state affairs generably 
expressed confidence Thursday in 
the ability of the general assembly 
to work out all problems facing 
the state during the regular ses- 
sion, and expressed a desire to see 
the solons settle down to work in 
earnest with this end in view. 

Speaker Neill and President Clay 
declared that a great mistake is 
being made in certain attempts to 
stampede the legislators into the 
belief that an extra legislative pe- 
riod will be necessary. 

» Hardwick’s Views. 

“I see no reason why the general 
assembly should hold an extraor- 
dinary session,” said’. Governor 
Hardwick Thursday. “The house is 
now holding afternoon sessions, 
and next week, if such is neces- 
sary, it can convene in the eve- 
nings. As for the senate, it is up 
with its work, but should the cal- 
endar become crowded, sessions can 
be held in the afternoon.” 

As additional indications that no 
special session would be held, were 
}¢he reports Thursday night that the 
chiet executive is planning to sénd 
& message to the house urging the 
passage of the gasoline tax, which 
was defeated during the afternoon, 
when it is brought up for recon- 
sideration, and the organized move 
made to delay any further consid- 
eration of the Income tax measure 
until next summer. 

Fight Against Passage. 

The announcement that an effort 
was being made to delay the in- 
come tax act did not come as a sur- 
prise, for Senator John H. Jones, 
of LaGrange, has led a determined 
fight against its passage. and in the 
senate he has amassed a strong fol- 
lowing. 

Those favoring later consideration 
of the measure take the position 
that other matters more vital to 
the state’s interest may be taken 
up, while if, the income tax is push- 
ed, a jong, furiodsly contested fight 
will take place in both houses. 

In discussing the new general 
tax act, which was passed by the 
house this week, Senator Jim Thom- 
as, Of the third district, predicted 
that it would be énacted by the 
senate, although several amend- 
ments would be attached. The agi- 
tation to bring about an extra s2s- 
sion of the assembly has had as 
one of its foundations, the rumor 
that the senate would not pass the 
new act, but would adopt the 
measur: Of last year. 

“There are, in my opinion, only 
two things which could cause an 
extraordifiary session,” said Gov- 
ernor Hardwick.

Anti-Trust Bill. 

The Fowler bill, known as the 
“anti-trust” measure, was passed by 
the house with an amendment pro- 
viding exemption from any feature 
of its operation for labor, organ- 
ized bodies of laboring people, 
farmers, farm products organiza- 
tions and any individual members 
or such exempted goncerns. The 
bill originally was passed and re- 
considered on the ground that it 
should be made to exempt farm 
products and perishables, but, when 
recommitted to the committee, it 
came back without the exemption 
of “perishables,” but including the 
other exemptions which were not 
originally part of the bill. 

Industries Affected. 


As passed, it will affect ice man- 
ufacturing and. @istributing con- 
cerns or packing houses. Original- 
ly the bill was designed to over- 
come a fight between the big oil 
companies and the so-called nde- 
pendent distributors, the latter 
raising objection on the ground that 
the large concerns have adopted a 
system of supplying their own cus- 
tomers with free pumps-and tanks, 
which makes it impoesible for them 
to compete when they have to buy 
and install their own pumps. 

The wording of the bill is “to 
prohibit monopolies and. combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, to pro- 
hibit the lease or sale of goods or 
affixing the price on condition that 
lessees or purchasers 6hall not deal 
in goods of a competitor,” which 
is held by. opponents of the bill 
to mean that no brand of manu- 
factured product may be assigned 
to a dealer in the state with the 
understanding that he handle that 
brand exclusively, a practice which 
has been common, according to ar- 
gument, in order to Keep separate 
and apart inferior competitive arti- 
cles. It is understood that the Dill 
will be vigorously fought in the 
senate.

Ship Board Seeks 
SquareTreatment 


For U. S. Vessels 


Washington, July 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Aggressive meas- 
ures have been adopted by the ship- 
ping board to insure fair treatment 
for American merchant ships in the 
award of trading privileges’ in 
foreign ports. 
Although only partially revealed 
by negotiations now in progress, the 
bpoard’s policy is understood to rest 
on the proposition that other nations 
must give every proper opportunity 
to ships which fly the stars and 
stripes or run the risk of encoun- 
tering the retaliatory measures plac- 
ed within the prerogerative of the 
poard by the new shipping act. 
There is every indication as re- 
vealed by officials here, that the 
American government will stand 
squarely behind such a program and 
every confidence that it will succeed 
without serious opposition, in plac- 
ing the American merchant marine 
on a proper level in international 
trade, 


Significant Precedent. 

A situation which has brought 
the board’s policy into prominence 
exists at Alexandria, Egypt, in re- 
lation to contracts for the carriage 
of Egyptian cotton to the United 
Kingdom and the United States. In 
the view of the board officials, the 
British shipping interests have taken 
an unreasonable attitude toward ad- 
mission of Américan vessels to that 
trade, and strong representations 
have been made which confidently 
are expected to have the desired re- 
sult. 

There is no disposition here to re- 
gard the Alexandria problem as con- 
stituting a serious disagreement i 
itself, but there is a feeling that it 
will set a significant precedent. 

Delicate Negotiations. 

The negotiations which have led 
up to it really are concerned with 
the broader subject of admission of 
the shipping board's representatives 
into the conference of shipping in- 
terests which controls such awards 
as that at Alexandria and the gen- 
eral recognition of the board as a 
factor in shipping decisions. 

Just what steps have been taken 
by the board agents in Great Britain 
dealing with the Alexandria situa- 
tion has not been made known here, 
but officials said today they had no 
information to bear out press dis- 
patches that an Wtimatum had been 
delivered to the British shipping 
lines. The same despatch, mention- 
ed a possibility that retaliatory 
measures against British ships in 
American ports might be adopted 
should the American protest fall, 
but the officials here described these 
negotiations as too delicate to per- 
mit of comment at this time.

RUMANIA PREPARES 
FOR RUSSIAN ATTACK 


London, July 28.—Huge supplies 
of munitions for heavy artillery 
have been taken to the Bessarabian 
front of the Rumanian army, hav- 
ing been brought through by way 
of Hungary and there is reason to 
believe that Rumania is preparing 
to attack soviet Russia, according to 
a report from the socialist party 
of Rumania published by The Her- 
ald, the British labor paper. Whole 
trainloads of munitions and mili- 
tary equipment are said to have 
been moved. 

In thiS connection the -paper 
points out that it recently an- 
nounced the formation of a plot by 
white Russians and _ influential 
French interests. It is further 
claimed that the French ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain admitted that 
France was equipping Rumania and 
Poland because of the immediate 
danger of a soviet attack. The 
Herald charges that pressure is be- 
ing exerted on Downing street to 
cause the British government to 
denounce the trade agreement with 
Russia because the bolsheviks are 
alleged to have supported the Kem- 
alists in the Near East. 

Parliament has been informed by 
the premier that the reports of 
famine conditions in Russia are 
greatly exaggerated, basing the 
Statement on official messages from 
Moscow. The soviet government 
has re yet made any official re- 
quest for assistance. 


NEW CRISIS REACHED 
IN SILESIAN MATTER

_ London, July 28.—With the Brit- 
ish cabinet conferring at length 
over the Silesian problem, th situa- 
tion has once more reached a crit- 
ical stage.

It is improbable, however, that 
France can gain Britain’s approva) 
of the step at this late date, after 
Curzon has maintained an unswerv- 
ing policy for weeks, unless she 
can prove b2yond a doubt that the 
entente troops in Silesia are actu- 
ally in danger.

UNTHINKABLE! 

The so-called “income tax” bill, 
which is pending before the as- 
sembly, and which is not an in- 
come tax bill in the sense the 
public would assume such a pro- 
posed tax would or should be im- 
posed, is, in reality, a proposed 
direct tax upon labor; and in that 
particular alone is unsafe, un- 
sound and unjust. 

The proposition to levy an un- 
limited duty upon the gross earn- 
ings of corporations, plus another 
duty upon the output of mill and 
factory, is striking at the very 
vitals of the laboring man who 
must suffer most at any stagna- 
tion of industry. 

’ Such a proposition, written into 
the organic law of the state is un- 
thinkable. 

To illustrate, many cotton fac- 
tories, not only in Georgia, but 
throughout the country, are today, 
and have been for months, operat- 
ing at a dead loss incident to the 
world-wide depression in trade. 

They have continued production 
spiely for the purpose of providing 
means for the sustenance of the 
labor that depends upon their op- 
eration. ? 
. Their output is being sold in 
some instanc:: below the actual 
cost of production, the mills op- 
erating when it would have paid 
them to shut down. The aggre- 
gate loss of such operation by the 
mills of Georgia alone hag run into 
the hundreds of thousand of dol- 
lars, but they have continued to 
produce that their labor might not 
be forced to endure the hardship 
and suffering that would have been 
entailed had they closed down. 

Now, on the theory that this 
proposed production tax had ap- 
plied this year the mills would 
have been forced either to shut 
down or to pay tax for the privi- 
lege of running at a loss to keep 
their labor employed. 

‘Under such a condition the state 
‘would be placed in the heartless 
tand indefensible attitude of forc- 
ting hardship, if not starvation con- 
atitions, on labor. 

(4s Shut down production, ard idle- 
¥ Atess of labor is the direct result. 
of Idleness of labor means not only 
°f srdships for tens of thousands of 
l@eorgia’s citizenry, but {t means 
Oy general turmoil in every corre- 
fiative line of business—an eco- 
nemic disruption that strikes in 
sone way or another, at every 
hearthstone in Georgia. 

That is what any Measure means 
that seeks to write into the 
constitution of the state a man- 
date that corporations shall pay, 
subject to annual legislative tem- 
perament, a tax upon gross—noat 
net—earnings, and upon produc 
tion, regardless of whether there 
are any net earnings or not. 

It is one of the most radical 
measures ever proposed for enact- 
ment, and one that, if enacted, 
will result in the closing of fac- 
tories all over the state. 


LICENSING CRIME. 

The deadly weapon section of 
the general revenue bill as it has 
been approved by the house and 
sent to the senate, puts a premium 
upon crime by licensing the selling 
of instruments most commonly 
used in the commission of crime. 

It provides that each dealer in 
“pistols or in toy pistols which 
shoot cartridges, or who deals in 
pisto! cartridges, or rifle car- 
tridges, dirks, bowie knives, or 

metal knucks,” shall pay an an- 
nual license of $35 in cities of less 
than 10,000 population and $50 in 
‘Jarger. municipalities. 

As prevalent as crime is in Geor- 
ia, with shootings and stabbings 
and foot-pad robberies occurring 
every day, and with the docket of 
almost every criminal court in 


'Georgia congested with cases of 
murder, attempted murder, assault 
with deadly weapon, etc., just why 
the state legislature should want 
to license the selling of pistols, 
dirks, bowle knives and brass 
knucks at all is hard to under- 
stand. 

It is worthy of note, too, that 
the measure makes it cheaper to 
kill in the country than in the 
city. 

The state should not recognize 
the right of any man to sell mur- 
derous weapons, such as hip- 
pocket pistols, knives for stabbing 
and brass knucks. And it should 
make an example of every man 
found walking about with such 
weapons on his persons. 


HARMFUL AND UNJUST. 

It is stated now that “officials 
6f the public health service admit- 
ted today (Wednesday) that there 
were no available figures on the 
Status of pellagra in Georgia, and 
that in grouping Georgia with 
other southern states in the origi- 
mal report (of “semi-famine” and 
threatened “pellagra epidemic” 
conditions throughout the cotton 
belt) the health bureau assumed 
it was reasonable to believe that 
the disease was on the increase 
there as it is reported to be in 
neighboring states.” 

This only goes to show the 
looseness of the process by which 
the federal health service arrived 
at @ hasty and unwarranted con- 
clusion upon which it based sensa- 
tional and misleading reports that 
were manifestly unjust to this 
state as well as to the entire south. 
As a matter of fact, there is no 
semblance of “semi-famine” con- 
dition in Georgia; and as for pel- 
lagra the official records of the 
State department of health show 
an increase of only three deaths 
from that disease over the fatali- 
ties from that cause during the 
corresponding period of last yeur: 
There are many diseases more 
prevalent in other sections of the 
country than pellagra is in the 
south, 

For every death from pellagra 
in the south there are many fron: 
tuberculosis in New England. 
But would the federal health de- 
partment be justified in sending 
out reports of “semi-famine” and 
“tuberculosis epidemic” conditions 
in New England becauge this dis- 
ease is so widespread there? 

By no means! 

Illustrative of the harm that has 
been done this state and gection by 
the publication of the health 
bureau report. The Constitution is 
in receipt of the following wire 
from George Weymouth, editor of 
Farm Life, Spencer, Ind.:

Washington to the effect that semi- 
famine conditions with pellagra 
epidemic impend through a large 
part of the cotton belt. 
“We think these stories highly 
ridiculous, but would appreeiate re- 
port from you as to actual condi- 
tions and prospects.

“Editor Farm Life. 
“Spencer, Ind., July 28, 1921.”

Says State Is to Blame 
For Conditlons at 
The Prison Farm 


Editor Constitution: Will you 
kindly give space to the follow- 
ing comment in the columns of 
your paper: 

The determination of one or two 
members of the legislative com- 
mittee that recently investigated 
conditions at the state farm here, 
to remove the prison commission 
and Warden Smith from office may 
spring from worthy motives but 
should such action be taken it 
would only serve to make matters 
Worse. 

I have been a frequent visitor 
at the state farm for the past two 
years amd have taken an interest 
in the welfare of the inmates and 
have had — of opportunity to 
observe the conditions existing 
there. 

Captain Smith has been at the 
state farm for almost fifteen years, 
he has the full eonfidence and re- 
spect of the citizens of this local- 
ity and he impresses me as a most 
efficient public servant trying to 
do his duty to the best of his abil- 
ity under conditions that effectu- 
ally prevent good management of 
the institution of which he is in 
eharge. 

The buildings at the state farm 
are about as sorry as can be found 
in any state in the union where 
a penitentiary is maintained. 

The equipment is inadequate and 
the funds allowed for maintenance 
and equipment are woefully inade- 
quate fer the purpose. 

It is true that insane prisoners 
are confined there and at times 


when they are nearly normal, 
turned loose with the rest. Where 


post day and nigh 

If i¢ is true that the place is in- 
fested with vermin, then let the 
legislature demand an explanation 
from the prison physician whose 
duty it is to eerrect such condi- 
tions. While we are on the subject 
of the prison doctor may I suggest 
to the ardent members of the legis- 
lature that it would be more eco- 
both the boys 
training schoo} and the state farm 
under the care ef one physician 
rather than under two as under- 
stand is the method at present. 

The state should provide modern 
and suitable buildings for its crim- 
inals, an adequate hospital for the 
tubercular inmates to replace the 
present outrage, and sufficient 
funds to operate the same and then 
criticism will be justified if it is 
not properly managed.

I refsr to the bill making it 
mandatory upon the county ordina- 
riea to collect the automobile li- 
cense taxes in each county, instead 
of dealing direct with the secretary 
of state's office, as now obtains. 


Under th? methods established by 
Secretary McLendon, all clerks who 
handle money, or anything akin 
to money, are under bond, 

Under this method, those clerks 
who handle the receipts, whethsr 
coming through the mail or deliv- 
ered in the office by hand, are not 
permisted to deliver tags, Dut the 

andling of the tags is in the hands 
of clarks who have nothing to de 
with the money. 

In other words, under his plan, 
responsibility ig definitely fixed. 
exact record 
is kept by one set of clerks of the 
revenu's as it comes in, and a com- 
plete and exact record is kept of 
tags ag they go out, and these sep- 
arate sets of clerks make a daily 
report, and these reports must bal- 
anes one with the other. 

If ome clerk, or one set of clerks, 


took in the money and handed out 
the tags, the state would not enjoy 
the safety which it now enjoys under 
the methods prevailing. Once a 
tar l2aves the possession of the 
state, it ig gone, and if any mis- 
take has been made in the amount 
of the fee which should have been 
pald for that tag, it would be im- 
possible to recover the loss sus- 
tained by,ths state.

Under the bill passed by the sen- 
ate the other day, the legislature 
nams 160 clerks of the secretary 
of state, does not require them to 
give bond, permits them to deliver 
tags and collect the money, and 
then report to the secretary of 
state what they colleet. 

Under this bill, is the secretary 
of state to receive what they re- 
eeive as the correct amount due the 
stats, or is the secretary’s office 
to examine each application as 
these applications are sent in from 
the ordinaries, and independently 
determine the proper N. A. C. C. 
rating of the car described in the 
application, and charge *the ordi- 
nary with the correct fee? 

Suppose the ordinary collects on 
a Buick car $15 and on the exam- 
ination of the application filed with 
the ordinary and forwarded by 
him to the seerstary’s office, it is 
found that the car owned by the 
applicant of the car described in the 
applieation should have paid a fee 
of $20.40. Is the secretary of state 
to collect from the ordinary to 
mane up tha $5.40 loss on one Buick

Under the present system, a tag 
is sent to the applicant the very 
Gay his application reaches the gec- 
retary’s office, and delays only o¢- 
cur around—that is, just before and 
just after—the lst of March. when 
thousands of owners wait until the 
last minute to make application, 

Secretary McLendon has time and 
again averred that he will not sac- 
rifice accuracy to speed. 

He insiste that there must be an 
absolutely aceurate and immediate 
record made of every dollar coming 
into the office by clerks who are 
in na way responsible for the going 
out of the tags, and an equally im- 
mediate and accurate record of the 
going out of all tags by these who 
are in no way responsible for the 
money. 

No better business method could 
be devised, but if he ie to have 160 
-elerks, and these clerks are to be 
settled with according to the money 
they send in to the office of the 
secretary, the state stands a chance 
of losing anywhere from $100,000 
to §200,000. 

On the other hand, if the 180 


clerks are required by law to ac- 
eount for the tags at the correct 
fee, the prebabilities are that the 
secretary's office will have many 
centroversies with the ordinaries 
as to which office made the correct 
rating and fixed the fee. 

‘In Texas, the tags are delivered 
through county tax collectors and 
the cost is 44 2-3 cents per tag. 

In Arkansas the tags are deliv- 
ered by the highway commission 
through county agents and the cost 
is 74% cents per tag. 

In Alabama the state tax com- 
missioner distributed through the 
judges of probate and the cost is 
50.6 cents. 

In the state of Washington, the 
highway commission distributes the 
tags through county auditors at a 
cost of 51 cents per tag, and in 
Georgia they are delivered by the 
secretary of state direct to the buy- 
er, with no local agents, at a cost 
of 38% cents per tag. 

The records show that in thirty- 
six states the motor vehicle prob- 
lem ise handled by the secretary of 
state, without any local agencies; 
the application for license and the 
fee for the same, heing sent direct 
to the capitol and the motor ve- 
hicle license issued therefrom di- 
rect to the applicant. 

In eleven states auto license fees 
are collected by the secretary of 
state or other central commissioner, 
using one local agent in each coun- 
ty of the state. In the latter case 
the auto fees go into the several 
county treasuries, ‘

Inasmuch as all this automobile 
revenue comes from the owners of 
motor vehicles for good roads, these 
owners are entitled to every possi- 
ble protection whieh can be af- 
forded by the state. 

The stealing of cars has been re- 
duced to a selence and every day 
many cars are stolen in Georgia, 
and in Atlanta ear stealing has be- 
come #0 common as that it ceases 
to excite comment. 

Once a car is stolen the first 
thing a thief does is to get rid of 
his Georgia tag, that is the par- 
ticular number on the car at the 
time of the theft, and, as quickly 
as possible, get some other number 
of a Georgia tag. or a foreign tag, 
on the stolen car, 

In this way the thief successfully 


eludes pursuit, and, as quickly as 
possible, gets the stolen car out of 
Georgia in order, perhaps, to bring 
back intq Georgia, a car stolen in 
some other state, a car which is to 
be @old in Georgia. 

_ The secretary’e office frequently 
receives inquiries from all over the 
country as to the owner of a car 
of a given motor number, and the 
question is asked, “Is this car reg- 
istered in your office?” 

If it should be a car which had 
been stolen in Georgia, it would, 
of eourse, be shown on the records 
of Georgia, but to find a particular 
motor number would require days, 
possibly weeks, because each ap- 
plication would have to be exam- 
ined in the search for a particular 


to aid the secretary of state be 
able to properly rat: all the cars 
registered in Georgia? 

Packard fees run from §14.40 to 
$25.80, the intermediate fees being 
$15.60, $19.20 and $22.80. Under 
the present system, when a tag 
leaves the possession of the state, 
that is, leaves the secretary’s of- 
fice at all, the application filed by 
the owner has been examined and 
the correct horsepewer of his ve- 
hicle determined and the correct 
fee paid. 

If the secretary is to have 160 
clerks scattered in 160 counties, 
who are to settle every two weeks,

‘HE DRAINAGE TRAP, _ 

When the patient complains of 
dyspepsia or stomach trouble a 
wise physician seeks rather for 


trouble in the kidneys, lungs, heart 
or throat. 


In reporting observations made in|: 


the analysia of the contents of the 
fasting stomach, Drs. Lermann, 


Rehfuss and Hawk, of Philadelphia, 
mentign that in the last 400 analy- 
ses the microscope showed pus pres- 
ent in 147 instances, Now it is cer- 
tainly abnormal to find pus cells 
in the stomach. There are but few 
diseases of the stomach itself which 
might give such evidence, say syph- 
ilis, cancer and the very rare acute 
gastritis (which is not at all the 
trifling upset popularly dubbed gas- 
tritis), Then how did it happen that 
these pathologists found pus cells 
in over One-third of all the fasting 
stomachs? 

They append this interesting com- 
ment to the report: “The fasting 
stomach can be considered as 4a 
drainage trap which collects much 
of the material draining from the 
post-nasal, oropharyngeal and even 
the peapiratory tracts, and the ma- 
terial, which is difficult to demon- 
strate during the digestive period 
(that is, in the analysis of gastric 
juice obtained after giving a test 
meal), is surprisingly easy of dem- 
onstration during the cnatle period 
when, owing to reduced acidity 
cellular picture is often intact.’ 

I find it is practically impossible 
to express a physiological or medi- 
cal fact here in language which no 
reader can misunderstand. Let no 
reader assume from what I have 
just quoted that this is an argu- 
ment against fasting, nor that it is 
not normal for the stemach to be 
acid during digestion. The word 
oropharyngeal means mouth and 
throat cavities together: and post- 
nasal means the back part of the 
nose cavity. 

Of the 147 persons who were 


found to have pus cells in the fast- 
ing stomach, 92 were victims of 
nose and throat affections and 12 
had lesions in the lungs or bron- 
ehial tubes, The rest had various 
septic foci or pus-producing condi- 
tions of the teeth, gums, tonsils, 
middle ear or other foeus higher up. 

It ig curious how a sufferer from 
alleged “stomach trouble’ will learn 
to ignore obyious causes in his own 
head and waste his life quarreling 
with items of food or self-drugging 
of worthless and 
harmful things which purport to dl- 
gest food or cure “indigestion,” 
whatever that may be, Of al! the 
unfortenates who are susceptible to 
the perpetual suggestion that in or- 
der to keep well or avoid serious 
illness one must constantly dose 
himself, the “dyspeptic” suffers the 
greatest inury from this vicious 
practice, How mueh happier thu 
world would be if thege victims of 
alleged “stomach trouble,” instead 
of drugging themselves, should 
strive to muster sufficient sense 
and real economy to—

Martin Amorous, who is one of 
the best posted men in Georgia on 
taxation matters, was at the capi- 
tol yesterday, and discuesed vig- 
orously some new points in the at- 
tempt to foster upon the state an 
unlimited income tax system, which 
provides also for the stifling of in- 
dustry by the taxing of gross out- 
put of facteries. : 

“The base on which to assess 
taxes must be ag near stable as 
possible,” he said. 

“Incomes are not regular or sta- 
ble. Earninge vary from seagon 
to season, for example not a dozen 
farmers in the state earned a sine 
gie dollar net money last year. 

“Under a national law banks’ in- 
comes cannot be taxed; and our 
state also so decreed. They being 
exempt, a large part of income tax 
would be lost to the state. The 
income on bends are exempt as it 
is paid at itg souree. The supreme 
court of the United States decreed 
that even the government could not 
collect a tax from owners of stocks. 
If you collect on rents you can’t 
also collect on the land or house 
the rent comes from. Hence, the 
incomes that you could collect on 


would be so small the state would 
not have enough to pay for one 
gession of the legislature. 

“The government can and does 
tax income of banks, but the gov- 
ernment prohibits the state from 
collecting ineome tax from banks. 


“Five mills on the cash market 
value of-any property will yield 
more than 2 per cent on the net 
income of that property. For exe 
ample. the banks of Georgia have 
$471,000,000 of loans and disceunt 
on which the income is 8 per cent. 

“Thirty-eight million dollars at 
2 per cent is $760,000, whereas 5 
mills on $471,000,000 would yield 
$2,355,000. 

“Take a building assessed at §60,- 
000 at 5 mills, $300. Its net ine 
come of $4,000 would only be $80. 

“Take a factory valued at $1,000,- 
000, 5 mills on the million would 
be more than 2 per cent on a net 
6 per cent or §60,000, add infintum, 

“An income tax will bear more 
heavily and directly on a farmer 
than an ad valorem as its pay- 
ment by merchant, factory and 
bank would be added to prices of 
goods.”

Friends of Measure to 


Abolish System Conduct 
Effective Filibuster in 
State Senate. 


Lengthy debate which ended in 
adjournment without any action at 
4ll being taken resulted when the 
bill to abolieh the tax equaliza- 
tion system in the state came up 


for passage in the senate Thursday. 
Announcement that th2 constitu- 


tional amendments committee 
would take up and have a hear- 


ing on the capital removal ques-' 


tion next Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o’clock also featured the session. 

After a@ motion to table the bill, 
made by its enemies, was lost by 
a 25 to 17 vote, the friends of tax 
tqualizgation abolishment conducted 
@n effective filibuster which lasted 
until the regular hour of adjourn- 
ment. This was done to put off a 
vote on the passage of the meas- 
ure until it comes up a@ unfinished 
business Friday morning. 

During the course of the debate 
@n amendment to the bill declar- 
ing that it should not become ef- 
fective until January 1, 1928, was 
adopted by a 22-to-19 vote. This 
amendment was introduced by Sen- 
ator eaver, of the eleventh, and 
etrongly sponsored by the propo- 
nents of the measure. The bill, as 
Amended, abolishes the present sys- 
tem of tax equilization in the state, 
beginning in 1923, and offers no 
eubstitute to take its place. 


Declared Injurious. 

henator John H. Jones, of the 
thirty-seventh, opposed the measure 
most vigorously, declaring it to be 
injurious to the best interests of 
the state and simply an effort on 
the pert of the friends of an un- 
‘limited income tax bill to secure a 
lever by which they could force 
any form of income tax they wish- 
ed upon the people, 

“I am against an income tax, 
which will practically amount to 
confiscation, but I am absolutely 
against an income tax,” said Sena- 
tor Jones, “I am not opposed to 
it when drawn in the proper form.” 

ing on in opposing the tax 
equalization abolishment bill he de- 
clared, “Now is the time when a 
Breat question like this, one which 
will vitally affect the financial fu- 
ture of Georgia, should be conisder- 
ed in respect to the best interests 
of the state and not in respect to 
the effect that it will have on our 
Own political futures.”

RUSSIA WILL SET 
AMERICANS FREE 


Washington, July 28.—Advices re- 
céived py the state department indi- 
cate that “he American prisoners in 
Russia will be freed at an early 
date, according to Senator Heflin, of 
Ala'bama. 

Heflin called at the department to 
make inquiry concerning the fate of 
Captain Emmett Kilpatrick, of Ala- 
baina, one of the prisoners. 

The state department, Heflin said, 
has received a reply to its demand 
for the release of the Americans. 

“In substance, the cablegrams in- 
formed this government that the de- 
mand was gratefully reeeived,” Hef- 
lin said, “and promised that:a de- 
tailed report would be forwarded as 
soon as the soviet council had time 
to consider and reach a decision.” 

A communication from Japtain 
Kilpatrick, made public by the Red 
Cross, states at least nine Americans 
are being detained in Russia, to his 
knowledge. He said the prisoners 
were supplied with bad food, con- 
Sisting daily of one pound of black 
bread, containing more straw than 
flour. Twice a day, he sald, the pris- 
oners received hot water with pota- 
toes cooked in it. 

Herbert Hoover, who recently an- 
nounced that the American relief 
administration could not aid Russia 
until the Americans were freed, has 
received the following reply from 
Maxim Gorky: 

“Your message gratefully receiv- 
ed, Detailed reply will be sent from 
Moscow by the president of the cen- 
re) Russian famine relief commit- 
ee.”

Malaria Causes Death 
Of 559 Georgians 
During Last Year 


Malaria oaused the death of 559 
Georgians in 1920, according to a 
report Thursday from the state 
board of health. The report declares 
that more than 1,500,000 working 
days were lost by the 559 persons 
while sick, and that this, together 
with doctor’s bill, drug bill and fu- 
neral expense, amounted to a loss 
of $5,000,000.

If thig 
bill passes, it no duubt will be in- 
strumental in the saving of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars and man 
human lives.”

Asstiming the titular 
honors with the echoes of fraud 
running around the pugilistic world, 
Johnny heard the same cries as he 
left the ring Wednesday, shorn of 
his laure] wreath by the Cleveland 
boxing commission, and possessing 
nothing but the weak excuse that 
he was fouled—the declaration of 
& referee that was brought all the 
Way from Boston for just such an 
emergency. 

The situation is badly 
but it ig the writer's. belief that 
sporting adherents throughout the 
world will cease to call Johnny Wil- 
fon the middleweight champion, and 
that they will be justified in awarda- 
ing the title to the Cleveland pu- 
gilist. He earned it honestly, and 
the action of a referee who was 
£0 palpably prejudiced for Wilson 
will have little effect on the fans 
of the United States and the world. 
. The Cleyeland Boxing commission 
should be backed up in the stand 
they have taken in the affair. There 
Was crookedness in the bout from 
beginning to end and whatever 
steps that are taken to award the 
world’s middleweight championship 
to Bryan Downey should be approv- 
ed by the fans.that are interested 
only in keeping their pastime clear 
of such black occurrences. 

wn here we are not concerned 
over whether the middleweight 
<rown is held by the Maharajah "4 
Bombay or a Chinese launderer, but 
we are interested to the point that 
we like to think the title is in pos- 
session of its rightful owner, rom 
press accounts of Wednesday night's 
en ement, if Wilsoh still claims 
that he is the middleweight cham- 
pion, Bryan Downey is being cheat- 
ed unless the promoters and the 
fans of the world back up the 
Cleveland commission. 

Wilson's claim will amount to 
nothing if it is disregarded by the 
pecenre who pay the freight to keep 
is bank account growing. The 
rankest fighter in the world is priv- 
flegwed to claim a title; but we sim- 
ply laugh at his brass, dub him des- 
sert for the squirrels and pass along. 
If we would assume a similar atti- 
tude toward Mr. Wilson, the prob- 
lem would be solved and immedi- 
ately. 

Wilson simply took a chance Wed- 
nesday and he didn’t succeed. For 
our part, we're calling Bryan Dow- 
ney middleweight champion, while 
we're thinking, “Ring out the old, 
ring in the new.” 


Same Thing Might 
Happen in Atlanta. 

It is not beyond the pale of pos- 
ibility that Atlanta fans might one 
of these days be forced to witness 
4ust such an occurrence as greeted 
the railbirds in Cleveland. Under 
the present laws of the state, no 
sueh action as was taken by the 
Cieveland Boxing commission would 
follow. The stunt could be pulled 
here and there would be no come- 
back. 

As a matter of fact, Unless Pro- 
moter Walk Miller is careful Tues- 
day night, it might happen at the 
auditorium, when Panama Joe Gans, 
colored middleweiyht chafhpion, 
méets Tiger Flowers, Miller’s dusky 
battler, in what is heralded as a 
championship tilt. Flowers is fully 
capable of defeating Gans, byt his 
best efforts will go for naught, if 
Miller permits the ‘title-holder to 
import a referee for the festivities. 

The moral of this statement that 
Georgia fans are open to any fraud 
that might be attempted, is that 
steps should be taken at once to 
remove the possibility. This should 
not be done by the elimination of 
whatever legislation there is in the 
statutes that. permits. boxing .in 
Jeorgia. The fans that are inter- 
ested in boxing in this common- 
wealth—and the number runs away 
into the thousands—are going to 
see their pastime. if the affairs have 
to be staged sub rosa in secluded 
spots.

Business and economic conditions 
are nearing normal and are more 
satisfactory at this time than in 
three years, according to the month- 
ly business review issued by the 
Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta, 
The statement is also made that 


business generally in this federal 
reserve district is on a sounder ba- 
sis than it has been since the close 
of the world war. 

The review says: 

At this time it might be well to 
refer to @onditions a year ago, 
when production trade and SbHusi- 
ness generally had reached its peak 
during May and June, 1920.
